The World of Wheat. 
By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director ‘Crop Testing Plan.” 


Daties set up against Canadian 
Wheat by foreign countries are com- 
ing down! France, Germany, Italy, 
Holland, Belgium, Switzerland, 
Norway and Sweden, all recently 
have either actually reduced tariffs 
against Canadian wheat, and other 
export wheats, or are considering 
doing so.
